Jesse and his brother Frank appear to 
have got their first experience in kill- 
ing and robbing as members of Quan- 
trell’s notorious guerilla band; as mere 
boys of eighteen and sixteen years of 
Frank being the eldest, they dis- 
tinguished themselves as efficient ruf- 
fians, marvellously good pistol shots, 
and reckless young marauders gener- 
ally. At the time he gave his boyish 
ambitions a treat and joined Quan- 
trell’s unlovely gang, Jesse is described 
by those who remember him as having 
been a youth of pieasant expression, 
round, jovial face and merry laugh. 
Jesse has always done the talking, 
Frank having been a silent villain, who 
is creditably geported to have never 
laughed and never joked with his 
comrades. After several preliminary 
little jobs for Quantrell, Jesse and 
Frank went with the guerilla chief, in 
August, 1863, to be initiated into their 
first grand robbing, burning, murder- 
ing experience. lat was the sacking 
of the town of Lawrence, over the 
Kansas border. In that horrible affair 
the James boys—then actually boys“ 
—distinguished themselves by shooting 
down an unusual number of defenceless 
men, women and children. Of course 
the pretended records of the guerilla 
life of Jesse James are ghastly exag- 
gerations of what were doubtless

NEWHALL ITEMS. 
The Prospects—The Star ou . 

History of the Pico Oil Spring. 

Newuatt, April 5, 1882. 
_ A splendid rain fell here on the 3d of 
this month, doing an immense amount 
of good, and if followed by favorable 
weather will insure a heavy crop of 
wheat in this valley. 

The outlook for a heavy yield of 
honey is very fine and the bee men are 
happy. 

The Star Oil Company and the Pacific 
Coast Oil Company are drilling and pre- 
paring to drill five new wells on and 
adjoining the Pico Oil claim. All of 
the wells that have been drilled in the 
vicinity of the celebrated Pico Oil 
Spring have been good producing oil 
wells. No dry holes have been found in 
that territory. When any of the wells 
show indications of a decrease in the 
production they drill the well deeper, 
and invariably get an in pro- 
duction. 

The Pico Oil 2 was discovered 
in January, 1865, by Ramon Peria, a 
Mexican hunter.

The following were examined for the 
people in rebuttal: T. H. Hudson (re- 
called), Thomas A. Sherill (re-called) 
and Mrs. Mary A. Reuter. 
The testimony was all in for both 
sides by noon, The afternoon was 
spent by the attorneys in argument, 
and the case went to the jury at 
o'clock. At 7330 r. M. they 
returned into Court and reported that 
it was impossible for them to agree, 
whereupon they were discharged by 
Judge Sepulveda 

This necessitates a new trial, with all 
the law’s vexatious delays, and addi- 
tional expense to the county. The jury 
held several ballots, each resulting in 
six for manslaughter and six for acquit- 
tal.

The Los Angeles Sporting Club is in- 
active at present, owing to the hunting 


season having expired. Nothing is left 
but to shoot at the little white clouds of 


down on the posterior extremities of 
rabbits as they dance in and out of tlie 
chapparrel. It is proposed, however, 
to hold pigeon shooting matches in the 
immediate future, which will evolve 
enough action from the Club to prevent 
the accumulation of rust during the 
summer till the hunting season opens 
again, the middle of next September. 
This Club has already done some good. 
About the first thing after its organiza- 
tion it hada man arrested and fined 
twenty-five dollars for trapping quail, 
and the fact of its existence undoubt- 
edly holds many a pot hunter in check. 
The club have a complete outfit fora 
hunting trip, and several enjoyable 
trips have been taken. 

The fishing season opened with the 


first of the present month, and many 
local Izaak Waltons and members of the 
club are occupying their leisure and 
Sundays in exploring the mountain 
streams in this vicinity in pursuit of 
toothsome trout. 

Nothing has been done in this coun- 
try yet toward procuring fish from the 
Commissioners to stock the local 
streams. The fact is that all the streams 
are about as full now of trout and other 
fish as they can hold. 

Archery and coursing are quiet in 
Los Angeles. Perhaps those interested 
have let go to get a better grip. 

The first shipment of German carp 
made by the Fish Commissioner to Ari- 
zona has been geceived and consigned 
to Gus Williams, who will place them 
in his ponds near Charleston. They 
are strong and lively and will no doubt 
thrive. 

The Solano Times says wild geese 
and ducks are playing the mischief with 
young grain in the vicinity of Suscol. 
They are ravenous eaters and some- 
times clear up eleven and twelve acres 
of growing grain in one night. 

The County Commissioners of Walla 
Walla, W. T., have offered three cents 
a piece for the scalps of squirrels killed 
during February and March, and two 
cents a piece for those killed in April. 
The Gilroy Rod and Gun Club intends 
to shortly import some Eastern quail to 
be turned out in that vicinity. They 
already have some English pheasants. 

Trout have begun their annual pil- 
grimage up the Truckee river, and are 
being caught in large quantities by 
fishermen near Clark’s Station. When 
they will get up as far as Verdi, or pos- 
sibly Camp 20, they will be slaughtered 
by thousands with grab hooks, as has 
been the case the past year or two, by 
the white men and Indians. In the 
past two years fifty pounds of fish were 
caught in the river above Camp 20. 
The Fish Commissioner should take 
some means of stopping this wholesale 
and unlawful slaughter of the fish this 
season. 

SUPERVISORS’ GAME RIGHTS. 


The Pacific Life referring to the 
right claimed by the Supervisors of 
some of the counties of this State to 
extend the time of killing birds, says: 
Under no possible construction ‘of the 
meaning or object of the clause, can the 
Supervisors have the power now claim- 
ed. They can extend the time to kill 
deer from the first of December, when 
the close season ins, to the first of 
January, a month later, if applied to 
properly. The privilege, however, is 
specified distinctly, because it applies 
only to certain animals, and because it 
can only be given for a certain time and 
under certain circumstances. How can 
it be made to include birds also? 
The very fact that there are Supervisors 
dishonest enough to assert this addi- 
tional right under the clause is only 
another argument in favor of its being 
expunged by the next Legislature. We 
sincerely hope it will, and thus while 
removing a gross wrong to the State, 
prevent its assuming a broader and 
more hateful form.“
